The amount of debt against the town on the first day of 
March, 1846, was four thousand nine hundred ninety-six 
dollars seventy-three cents: it is now four thousand three 
hundred eighty dollars seventy-six cents; making the debt 
of the town six hundred fifteen dollars ninety-seven cents 
less than at the beginning of the current year. The out- 
standing claims represented as due from the County for the 
last two years, should not be relied on as unquestionable, as 
evidence has not been sufficient fully to substantiate them. 
There is however a prospect that a part if not all may yet 
be paid.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE,

The superintending School commvittee submit the following 
Report : 


All the teachers employed, have been examined and ap- 
probated by us. ‘The schools have been visited by one or 
more of the committee, at their commencement and _ their 
close, and such suggestions made to the teachers, and pu- 
pils as we thought calculated to aid them in their respective 
duties. We as usual found some things to mend, and 
some to censure. On the whole we think the general char- 
acter of the schools has been raised during the last year. 
Still we have to regret many remaining defects. 


The reading we are sorry to say witha few exceptions 
is yet of an indifferent character. There are great defects 
in pronunciation ; in the want of appropriate emphasis and 
animation, together with a clear, and full development of 
the voice. The articulation is often thick and indistinct, ac- 
companied with a disagreeable dragging nasal sound. ‘I'he 
reading is not unfrequently hurried, and in a strained, un- 
natural tone. The Committee have taken special pains in 
their examination of teachers, and when they have visited 
them in their schools to impress upon their minds the im- , 
portance of giving special attention to this most important 
part of a primary education. And it is due to some of the 
‘Teachers to say, that they have made commendable efforts 
to remedy the defects of which we have been speaking. 


More attention has been given to spelling the past year 
than formerly ; and we are happy to say with success. 
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' Some Teachers have exhibited to us at the close of their 
schools, handsome writing books, with scarcely a blot, a line 
of scribbling, ora word of bad spelling on a single page. 
Others have shown us books which indicate throughout, 
unpardonable carelessness on the part of the Teachers and 
scholars. 

A very large proportion of the older scholars in each 
school have attended to Grammar, and are able to parse in 
prose and poetry with a good degree of propriety. 

Geography is extensively introduced into all the schools, 
and the classes appear interested in this study. ) 

Arithmetic has received a good share of attention. Ma- 
ny of the scholars have gone through Smith’s and Adams’s 
Arithmetic. 

In a few of the schools, Natural Philosophy, Astronomy, 
Algebra, and the higher branches of education have been 
attended to. 

‘The order and government of the schools have been in 
most instances good, and the general deportment and mor- 
als of the scholars as represented by their teachers, such as 
entitle them to commendation. There have been however, 
some few instances of insubordination, which we most deep- 


dy regret. 


The Committee are happy to notice an awakened interest 
to the condition of our school-houses. One new house has 
been erected; and three others have been remodeled and fin- 
ished in a manner well calculated to promote the con- 
venience of both ‘T’eacher and pupils. Stoves have 
been introdueed into all the School Houses, which are a 
great improvement upon the large fire places, recently used 
in some of the Houses, in point of comfort and economy.— 
There are three Houses still, which the Committee would 
be glad to see reconstructed. 

The annexed schedule will present a coucise view ef each 
school, the numberof scholars, different studies, &c., &ec.

Note.—We have given the statistics of al! the Schools from which we have re- 
ceived returns. And we would suggest to the Prudential Committees, that the 
Teachers cannot legally draw pay for their services until they have left the proper 
retnrns with the Superintending Committee. It should be made a matter of in- 
quiry whether this is done before pavment is made. 
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In concluding this report, the clergymen composing the 


committee would wish to say a word in relation to their: 


personal services. ‘They have heretofore served with cheer- 
fulness and pleasure on this committee. But the revisions 
of our laws are almost annually laying new burdens upon 
the Superintending Committee ; some of which it is difficult 
and undesirable that a clergyman should bear. 'The arbi- 
tration of disputes in relation to the dismission of scholars, 
and teachers, where the strongest feeling of whole neigh- 
borhoods is enlisted for and ‘against the parties, is incom- 
patible, as will at once be seen, with our station as Relig- 
ious ‘l'eachers. It gives rise to personal animosities which 
neither we nor many of our parishioners wish us to incur. 
The Committee would therefore submit to,the Town wheth- 
er it is not desirable to enlarge the Committee so as to make 
it consist of five—three of whom at least shall be /aymen: 

and in case of arbitration, it will be competent for them be- 
ing the majority of the committee to decide. As a farther 
consideration for the enlargement, it may be stated that 
three is the lowest number which the aww allow, while 
five is perhaps a more common number for the siperintend- 
ing committee in other towns,
